STATE AGRICULTURAL 


SOCIETY AFFAIRS. 


Do the people of Beno and Washoe 


oounty believe thitt the State Fairs held 
here have been of any practical or pecu- 
niary benefit to this section? We all 
know that something must be dope for 
the Society at the coining session of the 
legislature or else there will not be 
another State Fair for many years to 
come. The actual debt of the Society 
is about $25,000. It would only be 
right for the State to pay the debts and 
take the property, and have a State Fair 
to the true meaning of the term everyi 
year hereafter. 
On account of the debt 


it has been impossible for the Trustees 
Of tha Society to giv* liberal purses or 
premiums for the past three, years. 
They have had to cut down here and 
pinch there, being personally responsi- 
ble for almost every item of expense 
contracted. Not only have they been 
hampered in this way, but it has been 
rery hard work to prevent the receipts 
•of Fair week from being attached and 
gobbled np by creditors of the Fairs 
held years before. It has been demon- 
strated, we believe, that if the Society 
was out of debt, the State Fairs oonld 
be made completely successful. Nevada 
is about the only State in the Union 
that has not given aid to an institution 
Of this character. This was more be- 
•oause of a constitutional clause prohib- 
iting appropriations of money for any 
except school or charitable purposes, 
than from any lack of inclination. The 
fetate officers and every Legislature 
have tecognized the justice of State aid 
to State*and District Fairs, bnt none 
. could see how to carry it out without 


violating the Constitution. But there 
ii nothing. in the Constitution to pro- 
hibit the State from conducting a Fair 
on its account.

Only a year ago the. deposits were re- 
ported at 719,737,569, which was at that 
time the largest aggregate ever reported.

000.000 in gold, silver and certificates, 
an increase of no less than $67,000,000 
in one year. 


Looking at the absolute rather than 


at the comparative situation of the 
banks, we find that on the 1st nit. the 
lawful money reserve required amounted 
to $200,975,192. while tbat which they 
held was $322,957,836. In other words, 
while, taking all the banks of the coun- 
try, the reserve required was only 20 2- 
3 per cent of ihe deposits they actually 
had a reserve of 33 1-3 per cent. This 
surplus was due to the large reserve of 
ihe banks outside of New York City. 
The forty-seven banks in New York 
were required to hold $67,021,847 as re- 
serve, and they had $70,670;i*15, of 
which nearly $59,000,000 was iu specie. 
Their excess was but $3.650,000. The 
olhor reserve cities were much stronger. 
Their deposits were $289,420,189, on 
which they are to keep a reserve of 25 
per cent, or $72,355,047. They had re- 
serve funds amounting to $105,182,377, 
an excess of $33,000,000; and the per- 
centage of reserve to deposits was 36 1- 
3. The country banks are required to 
keep only 15 per cent reserve, and they
